STALE EGGS ORDER 
PROSECUTION.

The first prosecution under the Stale E 

Order issued by the Ministry of Agriculture in 
Northern Ireland was heard at Dungannon 
Petty Sessions on Monday, when Dungannon 
Urban Council summoned Patrick Campbell, of 
Tumpher, for exposing for sale 33 stale eggs. 
Mr. Percy Orr, who prosecuted, said that the 
present prosécution was considered a very serious 
matter by the Ministry of Agriculture. The 
action of a few persons in balling the supplies 
for a rising market was destroying the egg 
trade jn the English and Scottish markets. The 
accused man was liable to a penalty of £660— 
£20 for each stale egg. Mr. Sydney Smith, mar- 
keting representative in England of the Ministry 
of Agriculture for Northern Ireland, said that 
the Irish egg trade, a valuable asset, was being 
ruined by the shipping of rotten and inferior 
eggs. The magistrates, by a majority, imposed 
a fine of 40s., and 23s. 6d. cost3.

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WORK OF THE GAELIC LEAGUE, 


Mr. Michael Coleman presided at the opening 
meeting of the members antl intending mem- 
bers of the Ard-Chraobh (Central Branch) of 
the Gaelic League, held at 39 Parnell square 
last night, preparatory to ‘the resumption of 
the classes on October 3. In a lengthy address 
in Irish, he outlined the work of the Gaelic 
League and its efforts for the promotion of the 


Irish language. 

Mr. Thomas Mac Aijibhne, secretary, also 
spoke in Irish. Speaking in English, he said 
that they must make up their minds to learn 
their own tongue. They wanted Ireland, not 
only to be free, but Gaelic as well. He did 
not care whether Ireland was a Commonwealth 
of the British Empire or anything else if she 
was not a Gaelic Ireland. ey should have 
Irish in their Parliament, and he did not agree 
with the member who wanted English to be 
spoken. In the old Dail there were more Irish 
speakers than in the present Parliament; it was 
the official language then. 

If the language was to be saved the people 
should learn it, and it should be heard in the 
home and in public places.

ALLEGED NUISANCE. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Gordon, Vacation Judge, in the case 
of Roses v. Navan Urban District Council and 
O'Connor 


Mr. Lavery (instructed by Mr. Thomas 
Noonan) applied on behalf of the plaintiff, Dr. 
Charles H. G. Ross, of Bedford place, Navan, 
County Meath, for an interim injunction re- 
straining the defendants, the Navan Urban 
District Council and Michael O'Connor, until 
the trial of the action, from holding or per- 
fair green of Navan 
a fancy fair pérformauce, and particularly 
pérformances which included the use of hobby 
horses, swing boats, Aunt Sallies, and restrain- 
ing the defendant, Michael O’Connor, his agents, 
or servants, from using the fair green for euch 
purposes. The writ was issued that morning, 
the action being brought by the plaintiff for a 
permanent injunction to restrain the con- 
tinuance of what he complains of as a serious 
nuisance, interfering with the occupation of 
hie premises adjoining, and with his practice as 
a pote and surgeon, ' 

he Urban District, Couneil were the owners 
of the fair green, and Mr. QConnor, who 
carried on the fancy fair. performances, was 
presumably a licensee of the Council for the 
purpose. 

In an affidavit Dr. Ross stated that his resi- 
dence and outoffices abutted on the 
macadamieed street known as the fair green of 
Navan. On the 20th inst. the defendant, 
Michael O'Connor, deposited a quantity of 
plant on the fair green, with the object of 
holding a faney fair, including steam-driven 
hobby horses, swing boats, Aunt. Sallies, etc. 
The fair green was within the urban boundary, 
and in the control of the Urban Council. Im. 
mediately on the arrival of the plant he (Dr. 
Ross) saw Joseph Cregan, Clerk of the Council, 
and protested against the fair green being 
used for such purposes. Mr. Cregan replied 
to the effect that he had not sanctioned the 
letting of the fair green to the defendant, 
Michael O'Connor, or any person for such fancy 
fair, and that he was aware that a resolution 
had been passed by his Council prohibiting 
the use of the fair green for such purposes; 
and, further, that he remembered that about 
the year 1911 legal proceedings stopped the 
holding of a smilar performance on the fair 
green. i 

On the same day his solicitor wrote to the 
Clerk cautionmg the Cowneil not to use or 
permit it to be used for the purpose, and 
threatening to apply for an injunction. His 
solicitor, whose office was next door 
to the Clerk’s office, informed him that no 
answer was received to the letter, which had 
been delivered by hand. A similar letter was 
written by his solicitor to the defendant, 
Michael O'Connor, on the 22nd inst., when pre- 
parations for the performances were in active 
progress, and no reply to that letter, also de- 
livered by hand, had been received. 

Describing the nature of the performances, 
Dr. Ross stated that the fancy fair structures 
extended from within three or four fee@ of his 
dwellinghouse to a distance of about thirty 
vards away, and occupied a space used by 
him as a right of way into his kitchen, yard, 
and garage. 

During the performances a steam whistle was 
blown about every third minute; a musical in- 
strument worked by steam was in continual 
operation; a large crowd assembled and caused 
a continuous din of shouting, cheering, horn- 
blowing, etc. The noise was so great that a 
knock on his hall door was not heard in his 
house. The continual noise seriously interfered 
with him in his consultations, examinations, 
and treatment of his patients, an@the privacy 
of his premises was seriously ‘interfered with. 

Mr. Justice Gordon directed that notice of 
motion should be served on the defendants 
with the writ, and granted an interim injunc- 
tion pending the hearing of the motion, stating 
that he would be prepared to hear the motion 
at any time.

APPLICATION FOR BAIL. 


Yesterday, before Mr. Justice Gordon). at the 
King's Inns, Henrietta strect, in the case of 
the King v. Keogh, 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Scott and Drennan) — on behalf cf 
Joseph Keogh, at present confined a prisonet 
in Mountjoy Prison, awaiting trial at the en- 
suing Criminal Sessions, to be held on the 
10th October, that he be admitted to bail 
pending his trial. Counsel stated that Keogh 
had been charged in the Police Courts with 
having, on the 27th July, conspired, together 
with two others, to rob the public-house of 
Michael Whitney, of 15 Granby Row, and with 
being concerned in the stealing therefrom cf 
£25 and certain papers the property of Mr. 
Whitney. The only evidence against his client 
was a statement that he was alleged to have 
made after his arrest. 

Mr. O’Byrne (instructed by Mr. M. Corri- 
gan), for the wuthorities, said that‘ he most 
strongly opposed the application. The prisoner 
had admitted that he was one of the party 
who had committed the offence, and that Le 
had stood outside the house while the other 
two were operating in the house with re- 
volvers. 

Mr. Justice Gordon said that, having read 
the depositions, it appeared to him that the 
case disclosed circumstances which, if they were 
berne out, made a formidable case against the 
prisoner. Having regard to the seriousness cf 
the charge, and to the opposition offered to 
the application, he did not think he could inter- 
fere with the diseretion already exercised by 
the magistrate. He accordingly refused the 
application. 


POSSESSION OF 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Gordon, the adjourned case 
of Isaacson v. Curran came on for hearing. 

It was an action brought by Morris Isaacson 
against Anastasia Curran to recover possession 
oF two rooms in the house, 39 Raymond street, 
South Circular road, Dublin, held by her under 
a weekly tenancy, which had been determined 
by notice to quit, at a rent of 6s. per week. 
It was stated that the plaintiff had purchased 
the house in June last, on the understanding 
that he was to get clear possession. 

The defendant, a widow with a small family, 
admitted the tenancy, but stated that the 
plaintiff had not provided suitable alternative 
accommodation, and that she had tried herself, 
without success, to secure other rooms, reason- 
ably suitable, anywhere else. 

It was stated that the plaintiff wanted the 
premises for his daughter, who had got mar- 
ried, and that he had provided suitable alterna- 
tive accommodation in Camden street, which 
the defendant would not accept. It was also 
stated that the defendant owed rent to a 
previous owner of the premises (Dr. Furlong), 
and that she had paid no rent to the plaintiff 
since the date of the purchase. 

For the defendant, it was stated that Dr. 
Furlong offered her two months’ rent to go 
out, and that the plaintiff offered her £5 to 
give up possession, which was what he wanted. 

Mr. Justice Gordon made no rule on the 
motion, the costs of both parties to be costs 
in the case, the defendant to bring in £5 4s., 
the amount of rent due to the plaintiff. That 
to be without prejudice. 

Mr. J. Bartley (instructed by Mr. Robert 
H. Comins) appeared for the plaintiff: and 
Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Corrigan and 
Corrigan) for the defendant.

INQUEST ON MEMBER 
OF CIVIC GUARD.

_ Dr. Louis A, Byrne, City Coroner, held an 
inquest at Mercer's Hospital, Dublin, yesterday 
on the body of Private Charles Eastwood (19), 
Civic Guard, who was accidentally shot at Ship 
street Barracks on the 20th inst., and who died 
on the morning of the 24th. 
. Mr. Corrigan, Free State Solicitor, appeared 
on behalf of the Civic Guard. 
Private E. A. Dunne, Ship street Barracks, 
identified the body. 
Dr. Roddy, house surgeon, Mercer's Hospital, 
stated that Private Eastwood wag admitted to 
the hospital at about 5 o'clock on the 20th inst. 
suffering from shock and hemorrhage. A post- 
mortem examination revealed an entrance wound 
on the right side of the chest. A bullet had 
penetrated the lung and was lodged in the 
muscle of the back. Death, in his opinion, was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, as a result of a 
bullet wound, 
Private Tyrrel, Civic Guard, Ship street Bar- 
racks, stated that at about 2.40 p.m. on the 
20th inst. his attention was attracted by a shot. 
He found Eastwood being assisted by, Guard 
McGillan towards the guard-room, Witness 
found that he had been wounded. 
Witness afterwards visited the guard-room 
and found a bullet mark in the wall on the top 
landing of the guard-room. 
Mr. Corrigan—As far ae you 
to ascertain, was there anyone 
the actual occurrence? No, sir. 
Having been formally cautioned by the 
Coroner, Private Leo Herd, Civic Guard, elected 
to give evidence. | 

Witness deposed to being in the guard-room 
at about 2.40 p.m. on the date of the tragedy. 
He had been detailed for duty at Killester, and 
had been served out with a revolver and am- 
munition. He was told he would have to go m 
the morning, but the order was later changed 
to evening.. The revolver, which was one of a 
new pattern that had been served out, was un- 
loaded in the morning. Witness was continually 
playing with it and pulling the trigger in the 
uard-room. About an hour before he was to 
Sane for Killester he loaded the revolver and 
put it in his pocket. 
Wishing to see Guard Maguire, witness went 
up the first flight of stairs, and he saw Guard 
Eastwood at the top of the next flight, about 
eight yards away. Eastwood presented a 
revolver at him and laughing y said: ‘“ You 
won't come up here, Leo?!" Vitness said he 
would, and pulled the revolver from his pocket, 
believing it to be unloaded. The shot went eff, 
and Eastwood ran down the stairs past witness, 
shouting, “Leo, I'm shot.” Witness followed 
him and found him lying on the ground. 
Witness expressed regret at the accident, and 
said that the deceased was a great friend of his. 
The jury found that deceased died from shock 
and hemorrhage as a result of a bullet ac- 
cidentally fired by Private Herd. They 
exonerated him from all blame.

The Postal Strike. 


The postal workers’ strike in Southern 
Ireland has entered upon its eighteenth 
day and there are no signs of an early 
settlement. The Post Office authorities 
have made a gallant struggle to 
maintain a partial service with the 
help of a small minority of their 
staffs. It is being rewarded with gradually 
increasing success.

The Case of Austria. 


The Austrian Chancellor, Dr, Seipel, 
will return to Vienna fronr Geneva to-day, 
taking with him the proposals of the 
League of Nations for Austria’s restora- 
tion. The details of the scheme will not 
be made public officially until it has been 
approved by the parties in Vienna, but 
advices from Prague give a fairly trust- 
worthy forecast of its provisions. The 
chief architect of this plan is Dr, Benes, 
the Foreign Minister of Czecho-Slovakia, 
to whose moderating influence much of the 
improvement in Central European affairs 
is directly due. Its most important pro- 
posal is the provision of a loan of from 
520,000,000 to 650,000,000 gold crowns, or 
between £20,000,000 and £30,000,000. This 
loan will be raised by a consortium and 
will be guaranteed by the Governments of 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Czecho- 
Slovakia, acting on behalf of the League of 
Nations. The money will be devoted to 
the institution of internal reforms in 
Austria, and probably will be spread over 
two years, during which time the affairs 
of the tiny republic will be placed under 
international control. In order that 
parasitic bureaucracy may be avoided, 
the Commission which will administer 
Austria’s business will not sit in Vienna, 
but probably in Switzerland, whtfle it will 
be represented in the Austrian capital by 
a single commissioner, who is likely to he 
an Englishman. His duty will be not so 
much to interfere with the work of the 
Austrian Government as to give it all the 
moral support which lies in his power. 
His great aim will be to win over the 
Socialists, who at present are very sus- 
picious of anything that smacks of outside 
interference. 


The plan is hopeful enough, so far as it 
goes, but it does not go nearly far enough. 
No loan, however great, can save Austria 
from ultimate dissolution. No internal 
reforms or tinkering with taxation can re- 
move the fundamental causes of her present 
plight. No Allied commissioner can undo the 
damage that !i:s been wrought by economic 
isolation so lon; as the Treaty of St. 
Germain remains intact. The whole world 
now is denouncing the Treaty of Sevres 
and calling for its immediate revision. The 
Turkish victory over the Greeks in Asia 
Minor has exposed the Sévres blunder 
in all its stark ugliness; but Austria 
has no Mustapha Kemal to fight her 
battles. Her ruin has been incomparably 
greater than that of Turkey, and, far from 


| being able to dictate her terms like the 


Turks, she is forced to wait, a suppliant 
on the door-step of the League of Nations. 
The position of the Austrian Republic is 
preposterous. The city of Vienna has 
been cut off completely from its most im- 
portant sources of supply. Its industries, 
such as they were, have been deprived of 
access to raw materials. The miniature 
State has been divorced from. those food- 
producing areas on which the people ol 
Vienna have depended for their sustenance 
during centuries. The heirs of a great 
national tradition seem to be condemned 
to a future of perpetual mendicity. 

Turkey's return to Europe, which now 
seems to be inevitable, will change the

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later,' there will be another Balkan war.

Bread and Oil. 


Two announcements, made within the 
last three days, will help the Irish house- 
holder to take a slightly more cheer- 
ful outlook on his worried world. The 
price of bread in Dublin has been reduced 
from 54d. to 54d. jer the two-pound loaf. 
The reduced price lis still 3d. more than 
the corresponding price in English cities ; 
but the public will accept it as an earnest 
of better things to come. Incidentally, if 
the poor, who usually buy single loaves, 
are to get the full benefit of this reduc- 
tion, the farthing must be restored in 
large numbers to our local coinage. The 
quite substantial fall in the price of petrol 
is equally welcome. Fivepence was taken 
off the gallon in Great Britain yesterday, 
and to-day the big oil companies 
announce that they have followed suit 
in Ireland. The reduction, however, 
does not seem affect the existing 
difference of threepence per gallon in 
the English consumers’ favour. The word 
“petrol” nowadays suggests only motor 
cars; but the most beneficial result will 
come to the working-classes in the shape 
of a reduction of 2d. per gallon in the 
price of lamp oil. The primary cause of 
cheaper petrol is the recent fall in 
American prices and freights Thus by 
very slow, but still progressive, stages the 
flood-tide of high prices is ebbing towards 
the former water-line. Of course, Ireland 
would benefit more quickly if her national 
conditions were not abnormally bad. .An 
early reduction of passenger fares is ex- 
pected confidently in English railway 
circles, Our Insh railway managers would 
regard a similar proposal here as a bitter 
and unseasonable jest.

A Warning. 


No Irishman can read without humilia- 
tion the warning which Dr. Louis Parkes, 
Chairman of the Council of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute, has given to the public 
health authorities. In a lecture on the 
triumphs of sanitation over disease he 
said that typhus fever was now almost 
extinct in Great Britain. Formerly it 
found a centre in Liverpool, since that 
city was in close contact with Ireland, 
where the disease was once common. 
Now Dr. Parkes fears that a new 
outbreak of typhus in this island is 
not impossible. It is the offspring of 
dirt and hunger, and it may re- 
appear if Ireland is to be doomed to 
further trouble, “leading to distress and 
famine.” Dr. Parkes, we may assume, is 
a cold-blooded man of science, without 
political predilections. His warning is, 
therefore, a far more scathing indictment 
of Irish crime and folly than any “die- 
hard’’ could have uttered; and who that 
knows the conditions of Western Ireland 
to-day will declare that his fears are base- 


less? Here is a new and grim argument 


for the urgent need of sanity, unity and 
hard work if Ireland is to enter safely 
into her heritage of freedom.

QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the Irish Provisional Parliament yesterday, 
Mr. O’Shannon (Labour) asked the. Minister for 
Defence whether his attention had been called 
to the following statements in an editorial in 
the Irish T'imies of September 2lst—viz., 

(1) “It appears, however, that a sort of 
censorship, which we know not whether to 
describe as military or civil, still exists; 

(2) '' The newspapers have been ordered on 
several oceasions during the past fortnight 
to omit passages from reports which their 
staffs had prepared in the ordinary way;

STATEMENT BY NORTHERN 


MINISTER. 


Right Hon. John M. Andrews, D.L., Minister 
of Labour for Northern Ireland, addressing the 
opening meeting of the Belfast Local Employ- 
ment Committee, said that he was aware of the 
fact that the Labour Exchanges had not 
proved generally acceptable to either employers 
or employés, and he had frequently been called 
upon from influential quarters to “scrap the 
lot,” but, personally, he felt confident that it 
was in the public interests that they should 
continue, as they were indispensable at present, 
owing to the abnormal amount of unemploy- 
ment, as a medium for disbursing “ unemploy- 
ment benefit,” and they should be given a 
chance to make good in other directions. He re- 
gretted to say that they never had had a 
chance up to the present. Under Dublin 
Castle rae many of the buildings had been 
Ia im unsuitable situations; most of them, 
rom a structural standpoint, were a disgrace, 
and all were inadequately furnished. Continu- 
ing, he said that iocal employment committees 
were not an experiment. They had been 
doing excellent work in Great Britain for 
several years, and their non-establishment in 
Ireland was entirely due to political considera- 
tions, which had unfortunately, and all too fre- 
quently, been allowed in this distracted country 
to block the way to many necessary reforms, It 
was his earnest hope that the establishment of 
these voluntary committees all over Northern 
Ireland might help to produce and foster a 
better and happier atmosphere in their -nndst, 
and fessen the ill-effects of acute and fruitless 
political strife. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES.

SEIZURE IN A TRAMCAR. 


It will come as a shock to a large circle of 
friénds to learn that Mr. Justice Gordon, after 
presiding as a Vacation Judge yesterday and 
apparently being in his norma! health, was 
taken suddenly ill in a Dartry road tram car, In 
the vicinity of College Green, Dublin. He was 
removed to Mercer’s Hospital in a motor car, 
but had died before the hospital was reached. 
His identity was established by the fact of a 
member's ticket of the Royal Dublin Society 
being found in his possession, and also by the 
markings of his under garments. 

Mr. Festies Gordon was born on the 23rd of 
November, 1849. He was the son of Samuel! 
Gordon, of Shankill, Co. Down. He received 
his early education in Belfast, and was a 
graduate in Arts of the Queen’s College. He 
was called to the Irish Bar at the Easter Term 
of 1877, and rapidly obtained a large business. 
As a Nisi Prius practitioner and in the Court 
of Chancery he bore an exceedingly high reputa- 
tion. His legal knowledge wae extensive; and 
not only was he an exce lent chamber lawyer, 
but he wae equally successful in court. He re- 
presented South Derry in the Liberal Uniomst 
interest from 1900 to F916, and was one of the 
most trusted members of that party. In the 
latter year he succeeded Mr. James Campbell 
(now Lord Glenavy) as Irish Attorney-General, 
and at the end of 1916 was created a Judge of 
the High Court, King’s Bench Division. 

Mr. Justice Gordon when at the Bar occupied 
a very prominent position. During the ast 
quarter of a century there has hardly been an 
important case either in the Court of Chancery 
or the Court of Admiralty in which he did not 
appear as leading . counsel He was not a 
forensic orator, but made anything he wanted 
to say quite clear, avoiding rhetoric and using 
as few words as possible. The same remark 
applies to his Parliamentary utterances. His 
memory for cases was also remarkable. He had 
a particularly good court manner, which 
appealed to juries. i 

Bv the members of his own profeseion, by 
solicitors, and by clients generally, he was much 
liked, and during the six years when he wae on 
the Bench he had established a high reputation 
as an impartial and painstaking Judge. Holding 
sirong political opinions, he never made any 
enemies, and in this respect resembled Mr. 
Justice Madden, who, like him, was aiso 
gracious to his opponents. — 

Mr. Justice Gordon married a daughter of the 
laie well-known Dublin solicitor, Mr. Robert 
Keating Clay. He. resided at Shankill, 
Bray. He was an old member of the Constitu- 
tional Club. 

The remains of the deceased Judge lay: i 
Mercer's Hospital last night, pending a Coroners 
inquest. 
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EX-KAISER AND RUSSIA.

SCOLDED BY QUEEN VICTORIA. 

In the second instalment of the ex-Kaiser's 
book, published in the Darly Graphic to-day, 
there is a passage of great interest, in which 
the ex-Kaiser reveals details of a passage-at- 
arms with Queen Victoria. 

The ex-Faiser had planned an official visit to 
the Court of the Tsar. He writes:—An 
obstacle was placed in the way carrying 
out this plan by a letter from Queen Victoria, 
of England, who upon hearing of the projected 
visit to St. Petersburg, expressed to her eldest 
grandson, in a good-humoured, but authorita- 
tive, tone her disapproval of the contemplated 
journey. She said that a year of mourning 
must first elapse, after which my first visit was 
due to her, since she was my grand-mother, 
and to England, it being the native country 
of my mother, before other lands should be 
considered. 

When 1 placed this letter before the Prince 
Bismarck -he gave way to a violent fit of anger. 
He spoke about family dictation in England, 
of interference from that quarter which must 
cease The tone of the letter showed, he said, 
how the Crown Prince and Emperor Frederick 
had been ordered about and influenced by his 
mother-in-law, wife, etc. Therenpon the 
Prince wished to draw up the text of a reply 
to the Queen. ae 

I remarked that I would prepare the appro- 

riate answer, steering the proper middle course

FORM AND CONTENT. 

The answer paid heed in its outward fern to 
the close relationship between a grantson znd 
his grandmother, who had carried him in her 
arms when he was a baby, and in view cf her 
age alone commanded great respect; but in ‘ts 
essentials it laid stress upon the position ard 
duiv of the German Emperor, compelled to 
carry Out unconditionally a command of his dying 
father, affecting Germany’s most vital .nterests. 

It stated that the grandson was obliged to 
respect the command of his grandfather, an the 
interests of the country, the representation of 
which interests had now devolved upon him 
by the will of God, and that his Royal grand- 
mother must leaye to him the question of de- 
ciding in what manner this was to be done. I 
added that otherwise I was her loving grand- 
son, who would always be grateful for any 
advice from his grandmother, who had derived 
so much experience from her long reign, but 
that | was nevertheless, in matters affecting 
Germany, compelled to retain my treedom «t 
action. 

The visit to St. Petersburg, 1 said, was peli- 
tically necessary, and the command of my 
Imperial grandtather was consonant with the 
close family relations between me and the 
Russian Imperial House. Therefore, it would 
be carried out. 

The Prince approved of the letter. 


SURPRISING. 


The answer, which arrived after a while, 
was surprising. The Queen agreed that her 
grandson was in the right; he must act in ac- 
cordance with the interests of his country. She 
would be glad te see him, even if it’ were 
later on, at her own home. 

From that day onward my relations with the 
Queen, who was feared even by her own 
children, were of the best imaginable. From 
that day onward she never treated her grand- 
son except as a sovereign of equal rank with 
herself. 


IRELAND AND TYPHUS, 


A DOCTOR’S WARNING. 

Dr. Louis C. Parkes, Chairman of the 
Council of the Royal Sanitary Institute, lectur- 
ing to students at the opening of the autumn 
term on Monday evening, referred to the 
effects of sanitation on certain diseases. 

From 1838 to 1853, he said, the death-rate 
from smallpox was 420 per million, but during 
the last twenty years it had been only 20 per 
million. In ten of the years between 1903 and 
1921 there had not been a single death from 
smallpox in London, and in nine years of that 
period the deaths only amounted to from 1 to 
25. Only about 40 per cent. of children born 
were vaccinated, and the number was decreas- 
ing year by year. Our freedom from smallpox, 
therefore, could not be attributed to vaccina- 
tion. It was largely due to: the preventive 
measures taken at the ports, to the isolation of 
cases in bospitals, and to steps taken to control 
persons who had been exposed to infection. 

There had also been a great diminution in the 
mortality from measles, although its prevalence 
had not materially declined. The disease was 
not so deadly to children as it used to be. 
Searlet fever was still as prevalent as it was 
thirty years ago, but there had heen a great 
diminution in mortality. Diphtheria was still 
prevalent, but the introduction of the anti- 
toxin treatment had reduced the mortality 
enormously. 

Typhus had practically disappeared. In the 
old davs Liverpool was the centre of this dis- 
ease. It came very largely from Ireland, and 
he thought that local authorities should look 
with some concern upon Ireland in the im- 
mediate future. If there was going to be a 
continued trouble there, leading to distrese 
and famine, it was to be feared that typhus 
would break out as it had done in parts of 
ne and precautions should be taken in 
ime. 


SOVIET CONCESSION FOR U.S.A. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Chicago Tribune, Paris edition, pub: 
lishes a despatch from Moscow, according to 
which the American Barnsdall- Corporation, of 
which Mr. Henry Mason Day, of New York, is 
President, has obtained from the Bolshevist 
Government a concession of the Balakham oil- 
fields, considered to be one of the richest in 


the world. The agreement between the com-. 


pany and the Moscow Government assigns to 
the company 525 acres, with the option of ex- 
ploiting a wider area. Rmugsian manual labour 
and American skilled workmen are to be em- 
ployed. The agreement further stipulates that 
there shall be no Soviet inierference in the 
working of the fields by the Americans,— 
(Reuter.)

The fullesg 
possible opportunity is to be given to tha 
Turks to reconsider the dangerous position 
which they have brought about, and tha 
British and French admirals at Smyrna 
have been requested to get into touch with 
Kemal Pasha hisneelf These factors are eng 


couraging to the hope that peace will cona 


tinue. It seems impossible at the momeng 
to say what will happen, but the hope ig 
expressed that the fresh movement of tha 
Turkish forces may be due to orders given 
before the Note from the Allies was re« 
ceived, or to the independent action of a 
minor soldier. The fact that -British 
troops have moved out from Chanak and 
taken up a position hali-way towardg 
Erenkeny, ready for eventualities, enableg 
us to realise how very serious the position 
has become. 

The Allied Governments, however, hay: 
made it known that they will not reya: 
isolated incidents by ‘Turkish 
acts of war, nor would the expulsion of 
any such troops irom the neutral zone by 
the Allies’ forces be regarded as re-one 
ing the war on Turkey. 
hopes are ep.tertained that the new mo 
ment is.one that will prove capable 
adjustment. 


KEMAL'S REPLY. 


In the meanwhile, the 
Angora Government to the Allied 
anxiously awaited. It is now 
that its acceptance of an offer to a co 
ference may be accompanied by 
striking demands in order that Kemal i 
be able to conciliate his extremist 
porters. He may ask that the Allies shall 
withdraw from Constantyjnople and tha 
the British troops shall leave Chanak, 
The answer to any such request would-ba 
that the Allies hold both places by virtue 
of the Armistice, and that they will not 
be given up until peace has been ratified, 

It is considered probable, however, that, 
should the Kemalists show an 
modating spirit and accept the formula 
for a conference, including the interna. 
tional contro] of the Dardanelles, the 
Allies would then contemplate removal! of 
the Allied forces from the neutral zone 
and also take steps to hand the adminis 
tration of Constantinople over to t! 
Turks. Otherwise, the Allies intend | 
abide by the Armistice terms to the utte: 
most. 

Little importance is attacl ed here to tha 
threat that the Greeks will fight against 
the Turks in a return to Thrace. Informa- 
tion is to the effect that the Greek solciers 
now in Thrace have disbanded themselves 
and are on their way home to.Greece. A 
regular rot seems to have set in among 
the Greek armies, which is not altogether 
surprising ; for Greek soldiers have been 
under arms in a number of regiments for 
many years. 

It is reported in London to-day that the 
Allies continue to do good work at Smyrna 
in evacuating the fugitive Christians. 
Some twenty-five ships, lent by the Allies, 
are helping in this charitable enterprise, 
and the Americans are working most ener- 
getically in organising relief for tha 
refugees in every possible was [It is 
hoped that many thousands of lives mag 
be saved by these measures. 


LABOUR'S MISTAKE. 


The Labour Party continues a 
greatly disturbed as a result of the in- 
effective deputation to the Prime Minisier 
regarding the Near East. The rank and 
file of the movement declare that thea 
whole business was a mistake. No other 
party sent a deputation to the Prime 
Minister, and it is asked why the Labour 
Party alone should take such a step. It 
is also pointed out that the Labour repre- 
sentatives were few, and not of very great 
importance. H is understood that the ex- 
planation made by the Prime Minister to 
the deputation showed that the views of 
the Government were almost similar ta 
the Labour Party’s war aims memorandum 
of 1918. Mr. Lloyd. George, therefore, left 
the deputation with next to nothing tq 
say. 

Lord Robert Cecil, at the meeting of the 
League of Nations, made a new suggestion 
with regard to enforcing any decisions of 
the League on recalcitrant nations refus« 
ing to carry out its behests. He 
poses that all nations shall place theig 
air forces at the disposal of the League, and, 
if the peace is broken by any one nation, 
it would then be possible to compel peace. 
It is rather a strange commentary an the 
aims of the League that it should have 
to contemplate gentle persuasion on tha 
unwilling by means of an aerial bombard- 
ment. There are, however, many peop/s 
who think that the League will be useless 
without force at its disposal, and the 
threatened terror of an air raid on @ 
gigantic scale would provide a most 
effective display of force which need no# 
become operative. 
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Two of the representatives oí the Cana 
dian Government, who are to discuss wita 
the British Government the proposed leyis- 
lation for the removal of the embargo ow 
the importation of Canadian store cattle, 
have arrived in London in the persons of 
Dr. J. H. Grigedale, the Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, and Mr. Duncan Marshal!, 
Commissioner for Agriculture. A confer- 
ence with British Munisters had been 
arranged for to-day, but it had to be post- 
poned pending the arrival of the two prin- 
cipal representatives from 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, Mr.

IRREGULARS’ STRENGTH. 


Friday. 

The condition of affairs in Kerry is not good. 
Alone among the counties of Ireland Kerry has 
& population of whom a very large number are, 
covertly or openly, in favour of the irregulars. 
Appreciating to the full the value of this factor, 
the irregular leaders have made Kerry a 
nucleus. of resistance, and have concentrated 
here forces from other parts of Ireland ae well 
as the large contingents of native Kerry levies. 

To estimate the irregular strength is extremely 
difficult, but probably the local brigades (Kerry 
No. 1, Kerry No. 2, and Kerry No. 3) can 
muster between 1,000 and 1,200 rifles. and the 
troops who have marched in from other parts 
of Ireland must bring the total to 1,800 or 2,000. 
But this is largely guess work, for the informa- 
tion in Kerry is deficient and operations on 
either side have not been sufficiently numerous 
or far-reaching to apply the usual staff methods 
for computing the enemy. 

In truth, beyond the occunation of some of 

the more~important towns, the national forces 
have been able to do very lit‘'s. They are 
pinned to barracks, and they cannot leave 
barracks safely in columns of less than 100 men. 
Even in barracks they are continually harassed 
by sniping, and occasionally more seriously at- 
tacked. Enemy columns several hundred strong 
can move along the hills in full view and com. 
plete impunity. Vessels can reach the coast 
with arms and supplies for the irregulars, and 
peaceful trading ships are frequently attacked 
and relieved of their cargo. A ship load of 
petrol was lately run into Tralee and unloaded. 
while a strong attack on the national troops 
made them powerless to interfere. The supplies 
so obtamed can be distributed among thé irre- 
gulars in neighbouring counties. Kerry and ite 
geographical annexe, West Cork, are the foun- 
tain heads of revolt. 
The natural features of the country are all 
in favour of the irregulars, who in the beautiful 
wildefness of mountain and creek can move un- 
observed by sea or land. Every road is full of 
ready made positions for an ambush: every 
mountain range affords almost inaccessible re- 
treats. It is a countryside where the most 
intimate local knowledge is invaluable. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


Looking on the reverse side of the shield we 
find certain éleménts in favour of the nationa! 
troops. General Murphy is here in person. and 
with him there is an able staff. Under his 
command are Brigadier Daly and Colonel 
Commandant Hogan, both first-rate leaders.: ° 
troops in the field. The positions held by the 
national troops give them certain strategic 
advantages, and if only facilities are given to 
develop sea power, which is to be had for the 
asking, much could be done to put a term 
to the entry of supplies to the irregulars. 

At present, however, there ie a lack of 
many things. The number of troops in 
this command should be doubled—might well 
be trebled. Any operations carried out with- 
out an increase of force are hazardous in the 
extreme. Regular and trustworthy sea com- 
munications must be established. The coast 
must be patrolled. Wireless sets must be in- 
stalled at every post of any importance, for 
despatches cannot, in the present state of the 
country, be safely sent by road. If the work 
is to be done, the material must be supplied. 

Saturday. 

A new broom sweeps clean. All yesterday 
the barracks was in a flurry of work and re- 
organisation. By the end of the day a power 
plant had been set up, wiring was being run 
along trenches, which radiated from it like 
the main thread of a spider's web, and electric 
light was already instelled in some of the most 
important offices. General Murphy’s famous 
“or” was very much in evidence, and, “ith 
the threat of taking the next boat for Limerick 
impending over their head, everyone gave cf 
his .best.. The men, working fairly hard. 
were thinking themselves the most ill-used 
people in the world; to-day they will work 
harder and mind it less. and by the time a 
week has passed they will be working harder 
still, but will be toughened and smartened, so 
that labour will be a genuine pleasure and 
pride, and content will reign. 


REPAIRS. 


The whole remaining part of the barracks 
ás being. swept and garnished, and the paint 
pot and whitewash brush are making every- 
thing clean and sanitary. Rooms have heen 
washed out and quarters allocated, while an- 
other gang of men are busy preparing unused 
pertions of the barracks for the accommodation 
of fresh troops. In one corner of the big en- 
cicsure walls are being knocked down, and a 
gigantic lean-to shed will soon be put up to 
make a central repair dépét for transport, 
where lathes and other fitments are to be 
installed, and all mechanical breakdowns can 
be made good. Hard by, another building is 
being prepared as a store for spare parts, and 
an isolated shed has become a petro! and oil 
stere. Kitchens, hospitals, and latrines bave 
been inspected, criticised, and reformed. 

The recreation of the troops has not hee) 
overlooked. General Murphy, insistent that 
his officers shall get good work out of the men 
whom they command, is equally insistent that 
they shall look after the health and happiness 
of the men.- A football field is nearly ready, 
and the old gymnasium is to become a concert 
hall, recreation room, and dry canteen. 

Things in Kerry are in such a state that the 
people's food cannot reach many districts ex- 
cept in the form of a convoy, heavily escorted 
by troops. In this way all supplics must ne 
taken to Killarney, and the convoy is regulariy 
attacked from two to five times in the course 
of the journey. The casualties from such at- 
tacks have not usually been severe, though two 
men were wounded on Wednesday, and the 
inference would seem to be that this form of 
hostility is maintained by a few men for the 
purpose of retaining troops to act as an escort 
that might be more fittingly employed else 


where.

The following résolution will be moved by the

' Whereas the Government has entrusted to 
the Army the duty of securing the public safety 
and restoring order throughout the country, and 
has placed on the Army the r sponsibility for 
the establishment of the authority of the 
Government in afl parts of the country in which 
that authority is challenged by force ; 

And whereas the Army authorities have repre- 
sented to the Government that in order to dis» 
charge effectively the duty and responsibility 
so placed on them, it ie essential that the Army 
authorities should have power to establish Mili. 
tary Courts or Committees, with full powers of 
enquiring into charges and inflicting punishment 
on persons found guilty of acts calculated to 
interfere with or delay the effective establish- 
ment of the authority of the Government. and 
that the Army authorities should have power to 
detain in places, whether within or without the 
area of the jurisdiction of the Government. 
persons arrested by tke Army authorities, and 
power to control the dealing in and possession 
of firearms; 

“ And whereas the Government, recognisin 
the force of such representation, has sanctione< 
the doing by the Army authorities of all or any 
of the following matters and things :— 

“ (a) The setting up of Military. Courts or 
Committees for the enquiring into charges 
against persons in respect of any of the offences 
hereinafter mentioned, provided, however, that 
every such Military Court or Committee sha!! 
include as a member thereof at least one person 
nominated by the Minister of Defence and 
certified by the Law Officer to be a person of 
legal knowledge and experience.

“ (d) The regulation and control of the sale,

VICEROY’S BILL REJECTED.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY’S, VETO 
OVER-BIDDEN. 
SIMLA. Tuesday. 

Following upon the rejection by the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Government Bill provid- 
ing for the protection of Ruling Princes against 
attempts in the Press in British India to stir 
up disaffection in their States, the Political Secre- 
tary to-day introduced the Bill in the Council 
of State. He condemned most strongly the 
action of the Legislative Assembly in flinging 
back into the faces of the Government of India 
and Viceroy the measure which the Government 
of India and the Viceroy were bound to intro- 
duce as a matter of honour in order to redeem 
the solemn pledges given to Ruling Princes. 

Mr. Thompson reminded the House of the 
Government’s obligations under the arrange- 
ments with the Native States, and of tite 
pledges given in the Royal Proclamations to 
uphold the dignities, rights and privileges ol 
the Princes. He also contended that, the pro- 
tection which the Bill afforded had been re- 
yeatedly proved to be necessary within the last 
year owing to attacks made on Princes by cer- 
tain newspapers. 

Mr. Kale, a non-official Indian Member, pro- 
posed that consideration of the Bill be post 
poned until next session, urging that the matter 
was not absolutely urgent, and that insufficient 
time had been given in which to consider it. 

A number of other Indian members supported 
Mr. Kale. 

Sir William Vincent deprecated Mr. Thomp- 
son's attack on the Legislative Assembly, int- 
ing out that recriminations between the Houses 
was bound to be harmful. 

Sir William assured the House that the Vice- 
roy action in certifying the bill was not 
directed against the Assembly, but was reluc- 
tantly resorted to as the only means of securing 
the passage of a measure during this session 
under the circumstances. 

Replying to criticisms that the ruling Princes 
themselves did not want the bill, Sir William 
Vincent quoted the unanimous resolution passed 
at the last session of the Princes Chamber de-

LABOUR PROPOSALS REJECTED. 


Following the discussion of the Draft Stand- 
ing Orders (reported elsewhere) yesterday, the 
Provisional Parliament resumed the Committee 
stage of the Constitution. 

Mr. Johnson moved the inclusion of a new 
article to the effect that the Free State may, 
by legislation, in the economic interests of the 
community, oblige economic undertakings and 
associations to combine, on a self-governing 
basis, for the purpose of ensuring the co- 
operation of all the productive factors of the 
nation, associating employers and employés in 
the management and reguhating the production, 
manufacture, distribvtion, consumption, prices, 
and the import and export of commodities upon 
principles determined by the economic interests 
of the community. : 

The proposal, he said, aimed at encouraging 
the organisation of industry in such a manner 
tha, those engaged in the operations of the 
tndustry shall be the controllers, and at dis- 
couraging the hopes of those who encourage the 
apriication of all kinds of foreign capital in 
Ireland. The proposition hada very good pre- 
cedent, and was already working well in Ger- 
many as a consequence of the adoption of the 
Constitution with such a clause in it two years 


ago. 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minisier for Home Affairs, 
wondered whether Deputy Johnson had any 
doubt as to whether Parliament would have the 
powers to legislate on those lines. If he had 
no doubts, why did he insert it? They should 
aim, having regard to the particular circum- 
stances, ai. putting in the Constitution matters 
upon which they would have the greatest pos- 
sible consent, and at keeping out controversial 
matters which would create fears. 

If Partiament could nationalise railways, as it 
could, he saw no reason to draw distinctions 
with regard to other matters, but he was not 
in favour of setting up this particular amend- 
ment as if to indicate that they particularly 
favoured that course. i 

The motion to include the proposed article 
was defeated. 

Mr. Johnson also proposed the inclusion of 
another new article, which declared that it 
was the bounden duty of every citizen, without 
prejudice to his persona] liberty to make such 
use of his mental and bodily powers as was 
necessary for the welfare of the community; 
that every citizen should be afforde, an oppor- 
tunity to gain his livelihood hy economic labour : 
and that where no suitable opportunity of 
work could be found for him provision should 
be made for his support. 

He submitted that they had a right to look 
to ‘each citizen to make the best use of his 
bodily and mental powers. It was not right 
that the citizen should have rights without 
undertaking the duties, and the duties of 
civilisation involved the utilisation of these 
powers for the benefit of the community. 

Mr. Blythe said that this sort of general 
declaration seemed to be the very sort of thing 
which they should not put in the Constitution. 
There were things more or less of that type 
already in the Constitution. I. it was to be 
mandatory on the State ij was certainly a tall 
order. 

The motion was defeated on a division by 45 
to 15 votes. 


ELIMINATE THE KING! 
OPPOSITION PROPOSAL. 


The Minister of Home Affairs moved the 
adoption of Article 12:—‘'A Legislature is 
hereby created to be known as the Parliament 
of the Irish Free State. It shall consist of 
the King and two Houses—the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate. The power of making 
lawe for the peace. order, and good government 
of the Irish Free State is vested in the 
Parliament.” 

He said that he had in 
read to the deputies the first and second 
articles of the Constitution. Having read the 
articles, Mr. O'Higgins said that there was an 
amendment by Deputy Gavan Duffy, which was, 
in the opinion of the Government, an invitation 
to proclaim a republic. He trusted that that 
Assembly would give that amendment all the 
consideration it deserved. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy's proposal was to leave out 
the King. Unfortunately, within the terme of 
tha Treatv, it was not possible to leave out 
the King, and he would like to know whether 
Mr. Gavan Duffy had based his amendment on 
the law. practice, and Constitution of Canada. 

The Minister also quoted the Australian 
Commonwealth Constitution to show that the 
amendment did not conform to it. 

They had the dutv of working out a Con- 
stitution whieh would fit within the first two 
articles of the Treaty, and it could not be main- 
iained that there was anything in these~txo 
first articles of the Treaty which would enable 
them to leave out the King. 

It was not a particularly pleasant position to 
have to stand over such an article, but it was a 
very soft position for anyone who felt that he 
was in a comfortable minority to vote against 
thaé article. 


PEOPLE'S MANDATE. 


The Government wes prepared to accept the 
King because they had a mandate from the 
people to accept the Treaty. It was not out of 
any personal predilection for His Majesty or for 
any radical! objection to Republicanism, or from 
any feeling of the consequences to themselves 
that they took this action, but because they 
took a serious view of their responsibility to 
the Irish people, and saw no very high prospect 
of getting anything better than. was secured by 
that Constitution. 

The King was part and parcel of the Parlia- 
ments of the Dominions mentioned in Article 
No. 1 of the Treaty. He asked deputies not. to

A visit made to the Centraf Sorting and 
Telegraph Offices, Dublin, by a number of 
journalists yesterday showed that the organisa- 
tion now in operation is working smoothly. 

That there was nothing epectacular about it 
may be gathered from the remark of one of 
the chief officials:—‘‘ This is a surpriee visit. 
I did not know anything about it and you 
could have found me out if anything was 
wrong. 

At the Rink members of the queuc f callers 
for correspondence were admitted in batches, 
and if already acquainted with the number 
of their district were at once directed to the 
proper table. Inside, the men on duty were 
busy. There was a large number of (éetters 
awaiting collection, not only from Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland, and abroad. t ut alse 
from many parts of Southern Ire:and. 

The mails which had accumulated at the 
beginning of the strike have now been sorted 
out and dealt witb. Large letters have been 
separated from newspaper matter and set aside 
for delivery. 

H le not possible to get mails into Cork, 
Waterford, and parts of Kerry: but in other 
districis of the South, as well as in Leinster. 
Ulster, and Connaught, mails ars now being 
collected and delivered regubarly. Needless to 
say, they are not so heavy as weual. «since 
reople in the area affected by the etrike are 
posting as tew letters ae possible, 

With regard to Waterford, Cork. and Kerry, 
it was stated by an official that mails had been 
sent to Tralee, but that they had heen returned 
as the men on the boats refused to handle 
them.

In.the Telegraph Department, Amiens street, 
the visitors found a staff of 16 operators—seven 
male and nine female.

THROUGH AMERICAN EYES. 


The Times bases a leading article upon & 
speech delivered at a luncheon given im his 
honour by the American Chamber of Commerce 
in London yesterday, by Mr. Theodore EK. 
Burton, a former member of the United States 
Senate, who has been nominated by President 
Harding to the Debt Funding Commission. 

It would be well, says 7'Ae J'imes, for the 
European debtors of the United States to 
take into account the American view of Allied 
debts which Mr. Burton expounded. That 
view is etrongly held, however moderately it 
may be stated. The American public is not 
disposed to be argued out of it, least of all by 
documents like the Balfour Note, of which the 
effect in the United States has been, as it was 
bound to be, deplorable. 

There are, in fact, only two ways of removing 
the debt question from its present position as an 
irritant in the relations between Europe and 
America, and, in particular, between Great 
Britain and the United States. One is for 
the European Allies quickly to agree upon, a 
sound and far-sighted plan for the extinction 
of European inter-Allied mdebtedness, concur- 
rently with the reduction of the German repara- 
tions debt to manageable proportions, if 
possible on a business basts. The other is for 
this country frankly to recognise its indebted- 
ness to America, and to arrange to pay it off 
in such time and by such means as the Ameri- 
can Funding Commission may agree io hold 
just and feasible. 

Then, with some prospect of greater harmony 
in European political and economic affairs, znd 
with a conséquent prospect of assured peace 
and f armaments, the average

American view of Europe and of American re- 
lations to Europe may develep in so salutary a 
direction as to bring within the range of prac- 
tical solution problems which to-day seem: 
intractable. That, we take it, is the true lesson 
of Mr. Burton’s speech.

LONDON NOT PERTURBED. 


INVADERS UNAWARE OF NOTE. 
_Matters with regard to the situation in the 
Near East are much the same as on Monday, 
Says the Press Association, London.

Telegraphing from Constantinople yesterday 
Reuters Correspondent says :—While the original 
Kemalist force of 2,000 cavalry is sitting tight 
at Frenkewi, another bodv of 1,000 sabres has 
crossed the neutral zone from the direction of 
Bigha. Apparently both movements were con- 
certed before the receipt of the Allied Note, 
and they, therefore. do not necessarily, imply 
offensive intentions. 

The Commander-in-Chief, General Sir Charles 
Haringtonh, is exhausting every channel to obtain 
a pacific withdrawal of the Turkish troops. He 
received this morning Hamid Bey, the Angora 
representative, who is communicating with 
Kemal Pasha by wireless, informing him of th 
grave responsibility that he will incur if he 
compels the Allies to take action to expel his 
cavalry force.

Mr. Johnson objected to the suggestion that 
the Senate was going to be a wiser body than 
the Chamber. They were not going to flout 
the promise that had been given, but they 
must record their protest against any attempt 
at differentiation on the basis of constituents. 

The amendment wae defeated, and Article 14 
was adopted. 

The House then adjourned until 3 o'clock this 
afternoon.

INQUEST IN BELFAST. 


The accidental shooting of a four year old 
child, named John McGuigan, by Special Police 
Constable Mawhinney at Bond street, Belfast, on 
Sunday morning, was investigated by Dr. James 
Graham, Oity Coconte, yesterday. 

Evidence was given that the child was sitting 
on his father’s knee in an uppér room, and that 
the constable was in a room below having tea 
at a dance en It was stated that the con- 
stable discharged his rifle, the bullet penetrating 
the ceiling and hitting the child. causing the 
injury. 

edical evidence was that the child had a 
small wound in the abdomen and two irregular 
wounds in the chest, a flesh wound on the right 
forearm, and one behind the right ear. Death 
was due to shock, following a gunshot wound in 
the chest. 

The Coroner recalled the father, and asked— 
You do not think this man deliberately shot 
your child? He would not know be was shoot- 
-w child on my knee. 

r, Fox said no one regretted what had 
happened more than Mawhinney, and he 
tendered sincere sympathy to the relatives of 
the child. It was a very sad case, and one in 
which the Crown might do something for the 
parents. When the affair happened the district 
inspector came along and had the constable ex- 
amined by a doctor to see whether he was drunk 
or not. ey had the doctor present, and he 
could tell them the result of his examination. 

The district inspector in charge of the case 
also conveyed the sympathies of the police. He 
said that these were all decent mh a 

The Coroner said that the matter would be 
going through the courts, and he did not think 
any further evidence should be called. It was 
&a most peculiar and Jamentable case, and he 
would strongly recommend the parents to the 
consideration of the authorities. He would re- 
turn a verdict that the child died from a gun- 
shot wound to the chest, and add that, in his 
opinion, the police authorities should give some 
compensation to the father.

TUAM RAIDED.

FOODSTUFFS AND CLOTHING 
TAKEN. 


About 200 irregulars entered Tuam last 
Thursday night, and took possession of the 
town for four hours. 

The first intimation of their presence was 
when firing- began at the workhouse, “ here 
the national troops are quartered. e tuwn 
was entirely surrounded, and the attack opened 
at a quarter to nine.

GUARD OPENS FIRE IN CORK 
JAIL, 


There was a serious disturbance in Cork Jail 
on Sunday morning, when the irregulars who 
are imprisoned there refused to obey the orders 
of the guard. 

At 7 o'clock the prisoners refused to leave 
the recreation ground and return to their cells. 
The guard had to use the butts of their 
rifles on some men before the prisoners would 
obey orders. When they reached their cells 
the prisoners broke the doors and did othér 
damage. Appeals proved useless, so the 
Governor told the prisoners that unless order 
was restored in fifteen minutes he would em- 
ploy stern measures. Twenty minutes vassed, 

ut there was no improvement in the prisoners’ 
conduct. After a hnal warning had been 

iven the guard was ordered to fire a volley. 

WO prisoners were wounded, and one of them, 
named Manning, from Lismore, died in hospital. 

Since Sunday evening the prisoners have been 
on hunger-strike.

FIGHT IN A CORK VILLAGE. 


Last fair day in Knocknagree, a small village 
between Míilistreet and Kanturk, Co. Cork, was 
memorable for the inhabitants, for they wit- 
pessd a fight between national forces and 
irregulars.

ducting a sweeping movement in the districts 
and along the Cork-Kerry border.

The evidence was that while a 
military lorry containing the driver and a scout 
were driving through Edward street to the new 
barracks a bomb was flung at the car and 
seriously injured Noonan and three little girls.

A cyclist patrol of national forces came upon 
some men in the village of Killeen, Co. Galway, 
on Sunday, and called u them to halt. John 
Lohan, of Wood quay, Galway, tried to escape. 
Shots were fired over his head, but he refused 
to halt. He was then fired on and killed. 
Lohan had been an engineering student et 
Galway College, and he was a member of an 
irregular column that had destroyed several 
bridges.

THE DRAFT CONSTITUTION, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Constitution, as prepared by the 
Drafting Committee and amended by the Pro- 
visional Government, contains seventy-nine 
articles. Of these the Government declare 
that thirteen must immediately be adopted by 
the Dail in order to save the Treaty and bring 
the Free State into operation. These articles 
are, therefore, not susceptible of substantia! 
amendment. Sixty-six non-obligatory articles, 
however, remain, and they deal with what may 
be defined as the strictly domestic aepect of 
our future government. Must these sixty-six 
articles also be rushed through by the present 
Dail while ite members are distracted by war 
conditions and while many of its most distin- 
guished ana competent members are necessarily 
absent on military duty? 

These sixty-six non-oblig@tory articles contain 
a whole series of novel and complex proposals. 
They include the introduction of the Referendum 
and Initiative, the creation of a mixed Parlia- 
mentary and non-Parliamentary Cabinet, the 
institution of “ Vocationa] Councils,’ and many 
other highly controversial innovations, Any 
one of such departures surely demands pro- 
longed discussion and critical examination before 
being finally written into a Constitution which, 
once adopted, becomes practically unalterable. 
To weigh each of these problems in relation to 
the whole complex of novel expedients embodied 
in the draft is obviously a task which involves 
the intense and prolonged labours of our most 
competent men. Further, it is now notorious 
that the members of the Drafting Committee 
(a small and expert body, which laboured 
hard for months) failed to reach agrement 
among themselves upon many of the most 
important provisions now embodied the 
Draft. 

Now, unless the Government can be ‘indneed 
to reconsider its plans, ‘‘ agreement” is to te 
forced upon an Assembly whose :aembers--to 
say nothing of the votere—on!y saw the Draft 
since their election, within the limits of a few 
days’ hurried debate. Is there, then, any 
expedient at the disposal of the. Government 
which is consistent with the Treaty and will 
also secure calm and critical examination of 
the non-essential articles? Is there any reason 
why the whole Draft Constitution (with such 
amendments as the Government can accept) 
should not be adopted, subject to the simple 
provisions (a) that the thirteen obligatory 
articles shall be regarded as final .and (b) that 
the " sixty-six non-essential articles shall be 
subject to review, before being finally inscribed 
in the Constitution, by the Dail which is to be 
elected next April?

(5) It goes far to redeem the original pledge 
that the Constitution would be submitted to 
the electorate before its final -adoption. 
(4) It should remove any legitimate cround of 
objection .upon the part of Mr. de Valera’s 
followers in so far as (a) the franchise difficulty 
and (b) non-submission of the Constitution to 
electors can be assmed to justify their violent 
opposition, | 

Phere may be serious difficulties in adopting 
this, or any similar, expedient. It is impossible 
to believe that such dificulties are insurmount- 
able. . They must be formidable. indeed, if they 
‘can be made to justify precipitate and irretrace- 
able steps where caution and deliberation mav 
well be of priceless value.—Yours, etc..
